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Brain 'Poison' Clue To Epilepsy 

Professor's Experiments 
Offer New 




A deadly poison isolated from 
animal brain tissue by a McGill 
biochemist may shea light on 
the mysterious trigger mechan- 
ism of epilepsy and on the equal- 
ly mysterious origin of two crip- 
ling muscular diseases for which 
there is presently no cure. 

Dr. E. A: Hosein of the De- 
partment of Biochemistry of Mc- 
, Gill University, says in a paper 
prepared for delivery to the an- 
nual meeting of the Canadian 
Physiological Society in Ottawa 
tomorrow that the substance iso- 
lated has properties .similar to the 
curare arrow-poison of South 
American Indians. 

In experimental animals, he 
says, the substance has produced 
the symptoms and medical pattern 
associated in humans with epilepsy 
and' with the two muscular dis- 
eases : myasthenia gravis and mus- 
cular dystrophy. 

(Myasthenia gravis is a long- 
term disease characterized by loss 
of muscle tone and progressive 
paralysis. Muscular dystrophy is 
characterized by the wasting away 
of muscle tissue.) 

Dr. Hosein emphasized yester- 
day that his work, expected to 
arouse wide interest among physi- 
ologists and in medical circles 
generally, is still in experimental 
stage and has been- carried out 
only with animals. The discovery 
offers no present cure for epilepsy 
or the muscle diseases. But it does 
offer a clue to their origin within 
the human body, and in the medi- 
cal field, discovery of what causes 
an illness is the usual first step 
towards its cure. 

Advances Now Concept 
of Nerve Impulses 

Isolation of the curare-like 
substance, following a year of in 
tense work, has led Dr. Hosein 
to put forward a new concept of 
the mechanism by which nerve 
impulses originating in the brain 



arc transmitted to the muscles. 

His theory is that as part of the 
normal processes of living, a 
chemical compound, which he has 
now isolated and which carries 
the chemical name pf gamma Bu- 
tyrobetainyl-CoA, is released in 
the brain. This compound acts 
first as an "inhibitor" holding 
down nerve impulses which woulp 
otherwise activate muscles unne- 
cessarily and thus produce invo- 
luntary twitchings and jerkings of 
the limbs. 

Later, the same substance is 
transformed into a "transmitter" 
which permits the nerve" impulses 
to be obeyed by the muscles. 

He believes that it is a break- 
down in the process by which the 
inhibitor is transformed into a 
transmitter that leads to trouble 
and disease. Somehow in this pro- 
cess the inhibitor sometimes be- 



comes "uncoupled" and releases 
one of its components which has 
the chemical name of gamma Bu- 
tyrobetaine. This is the curare-like 
substance which may be the cause 
of epileptic attacks and of myas- 
thenia gravis and muscular dystro 
phy. 



Nerve Impulses 
Cut Off Abruptly 

The curare-like properties of 
the substance bear out Dr. Hose- 
in's theory. It is well known that 
curare acts by abruptly cutting off 
nerve impulses to muscles and 
thus leading to swift paralysis and 
death. 

Confirmation of his general 
theory is provided, Dr. Hosein 
said, by what is known of the 
action of narcotics and of the 
chemical changes which take place 
in the brain during normal sleep. 



Medical Conference Ends

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"Health Insurance and' the 
Changing Medical Profession" 
was the topic of a panel discus- 
sion held Tuesday night at the 
Montreal General Hospital as part 
of the twenty-first annual con- 
ference of the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Medical Students and In- 
ternes. 

The three-day conference, which 
concluded yesterday, was attended 
by twenty-five student delegates 
representing Canada's twelve 
medical faculties. The programme 
included a civic reception at St. 
Helen's Island, tours of the Royal 
Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and a banquet in Red- 
path Hall. 

Dr. L.G. Stevenson, Dean of 
McGilPs Faculty of Medicine, 
acted as moderator of Tuesday's 
discussion. Five speakers dis- 



cussed various aspects of health 
insurance, with special reference 
to the forthcoming National 
Health Insurance Plan. 

Weakness of Voluntary 
Schemes 

Organized labour was repre- 
sented by Mr. A. Andras, Assis- 
tant Director of Research for the 
Canadian Labour Congress, whose 
topic was "What Does the Public 
Want?". He commented on the 
weaknesses of voluntary health 
schemes, and upheld the opinion 
of the C.L.C. : best protection is 
provided by a state health plan, 
and anything short of that will 
result in inadequate coverage. 

Dr. G. D. W. Cameron, Deputy 
Minister of Health and National 
Welfare, spoke on .the probable

Reactor-Condenser Unit 



Weird Device Is 
Reactor, Not Bomb 

What is it? This is a question that puzzles many an onlooker 
who passes by the strange mass of equipment on his or' her way to 
lectures. Answering this question simply, Dr. K.L. Pinder, the de- 
signer and inventor of the unit, states that it is used for Solid-Liquid 
Separation employing an Atomized-Suspension Technique. Most of 
the components of the equipment arc patented, although its specific 
purpose, still under development, is secret. 

The Reactor-Condenser Unit 
outside the Pulp & Paper Research 
Institute pictured above is just one 
of three similar units; the other 
two are housed inside the build- 
ing. The outside unit is gas heat- 
ed and those inside are heated 
electrically. Dr. Pinder comment- 
ed, "The units inside are more 
elaborate, long and thin as com- 
pared to the squat and fat unit 
outside." All three units are port- 
able and arc of actual commercial 
size. The uses of the present units 
have been limited to experimental 
work But a commercial unit is 
expected to be delivered within 
six months. 

An odor was noticed last year 
during the three or four times of 
its operation; it was the result of 
the process, but this odor will not 
be apparent when the machine is 
put into commercial use. In other 
words, it won't stink. 

Doctors Gauvin and Pinder de- 
signed the equipment, which was 
entirely built in the shops of the 
Institute. The outside unit was 
completed in three months. 

One of the purposes of the ma 
chinery is for the separation of a 
solution of salt and water. The so 
lution is vaporized and the salt 
comes off in crystal form. 

Although the Pulp & Paper Re> 
search Institute has been situated 
on the campus for many years 
little is known about it. The aim 
of the institute is to change the 
paper-making industry from an art 
to a" science; to modernize the in- 
dustry. The institute is owned and 
operated by 48 Canadian pulp and

He outlined the steps 
taken by the federal government 
towards the establishment of a 
program of financial aid for hos- 
pital operation. 

Problems of Taxpayer 

"There is only one taxpayer, 
but there are three levels or gov- 
ernment, each trying to get what 
they can from him," said Dr. R 
P., Vivian, M.P., who is Chairman 
of McGill's Department of Health 
and Social Medicine. Dr. 'Vivian, 
advocating a moderate attitude to 
wards national health plans, 
stressed the need of avoiding 
"hidden" taxes to ^>ay for such 
.plans.
